Claims 1-11 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest all of the limitations of the claims. The method of claims 2- 
1 1 is quite detailed, and contains numerous steps which are not suggested by the prior 
art. The specific cards of claim 1 are not a mere variation of other cards used for 
therapeutic purposes, such as those of Aduvala and Ramsey, but have a specific 
purpose which is more fully described in claims 2-1 1 . As an example, the numbers in 
the heading cards would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, 
because they are necessary for the specific method steps of grouping the adjective 
cards under each heading card. As a result, claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
